MR.  BRADFORD  ! 

IHAVE  hitherto,  I  think,  clearly 
fliewn  tiiac  FINES  may  be  levied  of 
common  right,  under  the  common  law 
of  England  and  certain  ftatutes  ( made 
in  aid  of'the  common  law  )  now  in  force 
in  this  ftate  ;  and  that  fuch  right  has 
ijever  been  taken  away  ;  but  on  the 
contrary,  acknowledged  and  fanction- 
ed,  by  the  Virginia  arts  or'  afl'embly. 

Admitting  then,  (ir,  that  a  citizen 
•f  Kentucky  holding  a  legal  claim  to 
land  ;  can,  by  a  certain  mode  of  con- 
veyance, bar  all  others,  who  do  not 
"Within  five  years  come  forward  and 
aliert  their  rights,  it  will  bring  me  to 
the  next  quere  1  propofed  for  public 
difcullion,  viz.  If  Fines  were  levied 
and  generally  adopted  within  the  ftate 
of  Kentucky,  what  good  confequences 
would  thence  arile  to  the  citizens  at 
large  .? 

This  queftion  defcrves  ferious  en- 
quiry, and  after  all,  nothing  but  ex- 
perince  can  eventually  determine  it. 
It  is  much  eafier  to  ray  how  a  law 
Itands,  than  how  it  will  act  when  put 
in  motion.  The  greatelt  ltatefman 
■will  never  pofitively  aflert  that  fuch  a 
law  will  in  Its  operation  be  productive 
of  fuch  confequences  :  if,  indeed,  his 
law  is  well  founded,  the  probability 
is  the  coiifequences  will  be  -well  too.  So 
likewife,  if  we  can  difcover  a  law  in 
being,  but  which  among  ourfelves  has 
never  operated  fo  as  to  fliew  the  con- 
fequences ;  yet  if  it  is  founded  on  un- 
deniable principles — approved  of  by 
the  belt  legal  writers— inforced  from 
age  to  age  in  an  opulent  nation,  and 
chearfully  fubmitted  to  by  all  ;  I  think 
fir,  we  may  be  well  allured  great  ad- 
vantages have  thereby  accrued  to 
them,  and  fimilar  advantages  by  fimi- 
lar means  may  accrue  to  us.  There 
is,  indeed,  for  It  ought  not  to  be  o- 
•verlooked,  fome,  rhough  I  think  no 
very  material  difference  in  the  nature 
of  the  claims  to  land  in  England,  and 
rbofe  in  Kentucky.  If  the  rights  to 
iand  were  as  well  afcertained  here,  a3 
they  are  there ,  I  mould  have  an  eafy 
talk  ;  my  doctrine  of  fines  would  forci- 
bly ^pply  tti  <*  mode  of  conveyance,  not 
only  to  prevenr  difpufes,  but  tofecure 
to  the  purchafers  a  more  fure,  and  at 
lergh,  an  indefeafible  title.  The  good 
effects  having  been  fo  long  felt  and 
kn  nvn  in  England,  1  would  with  cer- 
tainty fay  the  fame  law  when  acted 
On,  would  be  productive  of  limilar  ef- 
fects in  Kentucky.  Would  it  be  lefs 
falutary,  lir,  in  our  prefent  fituation  I 
I  think  noc.  It  appears  to  me,  that 
with  is  much  propriety,  I  might  fay, 
p.  man  in  a  raging  fever  has  lefs 
need  of  a  phyfician,  or  in  a  violent 
paifion  lefs  need  of  reafon  ;  as  to  fay 
a  country,  fituated  and  entangled  as 
this  is,  wiih  refpect  to  landed  proper- 
ty,-has  lefs  need  of  a  law,  which  has 
been  adopted,  approved,  and  found 
effectual  in  removing  the  very  evil  of 
which  we  complain.  A  remedy  fo  well 
adapted  to  the  difeafe,  that  when  the 
remedy  no  longer  exilted  ;  or,  (as lord 
Coke  expreffis  it)  **  when  the  law 
was  done  away  for  a  time,  great  con- 
tenrions.arofe,  and  few  men  were  furc 
of  tfftif  poffeffioiis. 

I  will  compare  the  landed  claims  of 
•each  country.  In  England  no  dif- 
putes  ever  arife,  as  with  us,  refpecting 
Huttd*rit$  ;  thefe  have  been  long  ef- 
tablifhed. A  '.ifpute  there  is  not 
whether  one  man  has  a  better  right 
than  another,  from  different  or  ad- 
■verfe  titles  as  claimants  under  grants 
from  the  ftate;  but,  which  has  the 
better  right,  as  claimants  under  the 
fame  t'tle,  by  purchafe  or  defcent. 
The  greater  number  of  difputes  ia 
England  anfe  from  the  conllrucVion 
of  wills  ;  for  ii'lr'ance—  a  nobleman 
pofles  a  large  landed  eftate,  he  has  nu- 
merous '  elations  &  friends  ;  he  makes 
his  will,  leaves  his  eftate  among  them, 
and  die3.  When  the  will  appears, 
each  devifee  anxious  to  claim  his 
right,  and  fome  perhaps,  more  than 
their  rights,  pur  different  comlrucK- 
ons  on  the  meaning  of  the  teftator. 
Some  of  them  have  pofleflion  ;  ,others 
eonrent  tbemfelves  whh  their  right 
of  poffeflion,  or  wait  fome  favorable 
contingency  not  provided  for  in  the 
will,  beforethey  ftep  forward  &  aflert 
thei»- clai' In  this  fituation  if  one 
of  the  devisees  in-  poU'effion  levies  a 
fin:,  perm  t  me,  fir,  to  (hew  what  ad- 
vantage he  thereby  has  over  thofe  who 
do  not;  and  particularly  the  extra 
advanrrg*  to  a  purcbafcr  ? 

In  th«  firll  place,  the  poffeflion  is 
not  onl  >  evidence  of  a  claim,  but, 
from  the  ery  nature  of  the  cafe,  gives 
him  an  advantage  over  a  claimant  who 


is  out  of  pofleffion;  it  could  not  be 
be  gained  without  an  action  ;  doubt- 
ful as  to  the  event,  but  cer  tain  as  to 
expence,  he  cannot  hold  back  longer 
than  live  years,  becaufe  he  has  fulhci- 
eiit  notice — every  thing,  therefore, 
conlpires  to  perfuade  htm  to  3  com- 
proinife  with  the  devifee  in  poffelEon, 
and  for  a  reafonable  confideration  to 
releafe  his  claim. 

Secondly.  When  the  fine  is  levied, 
fuch  devifee  has  at  lealt  fome  profpect 
before  him,  or  a  well  eftablifhed  right. 
Me  knows  who  are  the  claimants  ; 
who  of  age  ;  who  under  age,  &c.  and 
what  are  their  feveral  pretenlions — 
he  can,  by  proper  advice,  apply  him- 
felf  accordingly  ;  and  on  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time,  be  is  fure  no  other 
claimant  can  ever  after  moled  him.  If 
indeed,  he  is  ejected  by  a  better  right, 
he  who  fo  ejects  him  has  in  like  man- 
ner a  belter  chance  of  eltablifhing//W 
right.  1  am  not  pointing  out  how  a 
man  may  at  all  events  get  the  land  he 
poflcfles,  whether  his  own  or  not  ;  but 
the  moft  eligible  and  legal  way  of  ad* 
jufting  difputes  as  practiled  and  ap- 
proved in  England.  But  where  is  the 
extra  advantage  to  the  purchafer:  He 
proportions  his  payments  accordingto 
the  length  of  time  which  the  Fine  has 
operated,  or  may  have  to  operate,  well 
knowing  that  every  latent  claim  muft 
in  a  few  years  be  either  aliened  or 
barred,  and  his  money  laid  out  on  a 
certainty. 

But  in  what  fituation  are  thofe  devi- 
fces  who  do  not  ufe  this  precaution  ; 
but  as  we  do,  fuffer  every  latent  claim 
to  come  forward  when  they  may,  and 
how  they  may  '  V hey  are  thus  fituat- 
ed :  Inftead  of  five  years,  agreeable  to 
the  llatute  of  non-claim  ;  fixty  years, 
by  the  Englifh  llatute  of  limitation 
is  allowed;  within  which  time,  pof- 
feflqry  actions  and  writs  of  right,  may 
be  ifiaintaiaed  while  the  eftates  of  fuch 
devifees,  inllead  of  a  well  eftablifhed 
right,  get  more  and  more  entangled, 
as  rhe  claimants  from  defcent  or  other- 
wife,  get  more  and  more  changed  ; 
and  as  to  a  purchafer,  he  never  can  be 
better  off  than  the  devifee  from  whom 
he  purchafes,  becaufe  the  bequelts  in 
the  will  are  to  him,  notice  of  the 
claims. 

Let  me  here  obfe.rve,  that  a  princi- 
pal object  of  the  law  refpecting  fines, 
is  not  only  to  put  an  end  to  difputes, 
which  the  word  fines  Or  finis  figni- 
fies  ;  but  to  lecure  to  bona  fide  pur- 
chafers the  land  they  purchafe.  No 
man,  it  is  true,  ought  to  fell  the  pro- 
perty of  another  ;  but  it  he  who  fells, 
has  the  legal  right,  admitting  another 
has  a  more  equitable  right,  yet  if  he 
who  claims  the  equitable  right  fuffers 
it  to  lie  dot  iiiant  after  the  actual  and 
known  transfer  of  the  legal  right  more 
than  a  reafonable  and  futhcient  length 
of  time,  for  him  to  have  come  forward 
and  affert  the  equitable  right ;  furely 
if  any  one  is  to  fuffer,  it  fhould  rather 
be  he  who  difcovers  fuch  indolence  and 
neglect,  than  fall  on  an  innocent  pur- 
chafer. 

I  wilT  now  compare  the  rights  of 
land  in  Kentucky,  and  fee  if  they  ef- 
fentially  differ  from  the  rights  vetted 
in  individuals  in  Great  Britain.  I 
think  we  fhall  find,  fir,  turn  them 
as  we  may,  no  eiifcntjto]  difference. — 
Like  the  devifees  claiming  under  the 
fame  will,  we  all  claim  as  purchafers 
under  one  and  the  lame  title.  Imme- 
diately on  the  death  of  theteflator  (to 
purfue  thefimilie)  the  mares  veiled  ih 
each  devifee;  fo  likewife  (as  has  been 
well  obferved  by  an  eminent  attorney) 
on  the  purchafe  made  by  individuals 
from  the  ftate  of  Virginia,  the  right 
veiled  in  each  purchafer,  and  our  pa- 
tencs  are  only  evidences  of  the  previ- 
ous rights,  fufficient  at  leaft  to  take 
polfellion  of  th«  lands  called  for  in  the 
grants  ;  but  like  the  devifees,  we  can. 
not  agiee  among  onrfelves,  rn  whom 
the  previous  rights  did  actually  veil — 
the  land  law,  if  not  ambiguous,  is  yet, 
from  thepeculiarity  of  our  fituation — • 
the  interefted  views  of  fome — weak- 
nefs  or  folly  of  others,  and  legal  de- 
terminations ;  to  falve  the  whole,  as 
uncertain  in  its  conftrudtion  as  the  no- 
bleman's will.  Conteft  upon  conteft, 
is  likely  to  enfue ;  if*  we  go  to  law, 
there  is  no  end  to  it  \  A  man  may  be 
wafted  on  this  fea  of  troubles— agita- 
ted by  painful  fufpence  from  year  to 
year,  and  if  even  fticcefsful  fo  as  to 
maintain  his  claims  for  nine  and  forty 
years,  yet  before  the  fiftieth  is  expir- 
ed, another  who  claims  und;fr  the  fei- 
zin  of  of  his  anceftors,  may  bring  his 
writ  of  right  and  take  it  at  lad  ! 

This  is  a  thort,  and  I  think,  a  true 
ftatement.  Of  two  evils,  wifdom  fays 
choofethe  leaft.  If  the  rights  of  in- 
fants, married  women,  &c  muft.  be 


guarded",  and  time  mult  neceflarily  of 
common  juftice  be  given  them  after 
their  difabilities  are  removed,  to  afferc 
their  claims.  If  we  cannot  jump  at 
once  into  fecurity.  If  even  litigation 
itfelf,  fhould  move  rapidly  forward, 
and  all  thefe  are  unavoidable  incon- 
veniences ;  yet,  with  the  profpect  of 
future  good,  and  that  not  long  ere  it 
arrives ;  experience,  I  think,  fir, 
would  loon  convince  us,  was  the  law  I 
have  contemplated  put  in  force,  that  it 
would  be  as  far  preferable  to  the  pre- 
fent mode,  as  the  devifee  who  in  Eng- 
land levies  a  Fine,  is  put  thereby  in  a 
fituation  far  better  than  thofe  who 
fubmit,  like  onrfelves,  to  be  agitated 
by  various  contentions,  with  no  prof- 
pect of  any  end.

The  following  extract  from  Har- 
grave'6  notes  on  Coke  Littleton,  will, 
1  think,  fupport  the  doctrine  1  have 
uniformly  alledged — •<  In  Olanville's 
time,  Fines,  were  really  amicable  com- 
pofitions  of  atlual  fuits.  But  for  fe- 
veral centuries  paft,  fines  have  been 
only  fo  in  name,  being  in  fail  fitlitious 
proceedings,  in  order  to  transfer  or 
fecure  real  property,  by  a  mode  more 
efficatious  than  ordinary  conveyances. 
What  the  fuperiority  of  a  fine  in  this 
refpect  confifls  of,  will  belt  appear  by 
ftating  the  chief  ufes  to  which  it  is  ap- 
plied. One  ufe  of  a  fine  is  extinguifh- 
ing  dor?narit  titles,  by  fhortening  the  u- 
fual  time  of  limitation.  Fines,  being 
agreements  concerning  lands  or  tene- 
ments folemnly  made  in  the  king's 
courts,  were  deemed  to  be  of  equal 
notoriety  wish  judgments  on  writs  of 
right  ;  and  theikfore  the  common  law 
allowed  them  to  have  the  fame  quali- 
ty of  barring  all  who  mould  not  claim 
within  a  year  and  a  day.  The  llatute 
of  4  Hen.  7  enlarged  it  from  a  year 
and  a  day,  to  five  years.  The  force 
of  fines  on  the  rights  of  ftrangers  be- 
ing thus  regulated,  it  has  been  ever 
fince  a  common  practice  to  levy  them 
merely  for  better  guarding  a  title  a- 
gainit  claims,  which  under  the  com- 
mon ftatutes  of  limitations,  Blight  fub- 
filt,  with  a  right  of  entry  for  twenty 
years,  and  with  a  right  of  action  for 
a  much  longer. time."  p*ge  1*1,  note 
i7r.

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  your 
lordfhip,  that,  by  a  report,  received 
by  his  Royal  highnefsthe  Arch  Duke> 
from  Lieutenant  General  Neu,  govef* 
nor  of  Mayence,it  appears  that  th* 
corps  which  had  advanced  to  the  Nahe 
has  been  obliged  to  fall  back,  and 
take  a  pofition  behind  the  Sehz. 

This  corps  confifled  entirely  of  de« 
tachmenta  from  the  gan  ifon  of  May- 
ence,  commanded  by  major-general 
Simpfchaen  and  Rofemberg.  Th<f 
latter,  with  the  left  wing  was  polled 
on  the  heights  of  Biebelflieim  and  Pla- 
jiig,  to  oblerve  Creutznach  ;  the  for- 
mer with  the  right  wing,  to  delend 
the  paflage  of  Bingen.  1  hey  had  or- 
ders, in  cafe  of  being  attacked  by  a 
fuperior  force,  to  retire  nearer  to  Ma. 
yence. 

7  his  pofition  on  the  right  bank  of 
the  Lower  Nahe  is  well  known  rrom 
the  operations  ot  laft  year.  It  is  not 
to  be  maintained  againft  an  enemy  of 
very  fuperior  force  ;  for  Creutznach 
lies  fo  entirely  under  the  hills  from 
the  left  bank  of  the  river,  that  the 
enemy  is  always  mailer  of  that  place, 
as  was  fufliciently  proved  by  the  affair 
of  the  nth  of  December,  1795  On 
this  fide  Creutznach,  the  heights  art 
fo  diftant  from  the  river,  that  the  ene- 
my has  every  facility  in  t attending 
themfelves  in  fronton  each  fiaiik  of 
the  town;  and  a  very  inferior  force 
take  poft  near  enough  to  prevent  this 
formation. 

On  the  26th,  generals  Simpfchaen 
and  Rofemberg  were  attacked  by  two 
divifions  of  theaimy  of  the  Gamble 
and  Metife.  The, action  lalled  fede- 
ral hours,  and  the  enemy,  notwith- 
ltanding  fo  very  great  an  inequality 
of  numbers,  w  as  repulfed  with  confr- 
derable  lufs. 

Early  on  the  27th,  the  French  re- 
newed the  attack,  and  advanced  in  fe- 
veral columns  from  Creutznach,  to 
turn  the  left  of  the  Anfti  ians  j  bnttBe 
latter,  by  an  exertion  of  much  ability 
and  fteadinefs,  maintained  their  pofi- 
tion. In  the  evening*  however,  tli< 
the  generals,  in  conformity  to  tie  ©r- 
deis  mentioned  above,  determined  cm 
retiring  behind  the  feltz  ;  and  the  re- 
treat was  executed  with  perfect  or- 
der. 

The  lofs  of  the  Anftrians  on  thi* 
oceafion  confifls  of  19  men  killed,  184 
wounded,  96  milling;  the  whole,  290 
men  and  89  horfes. 

The  enemy's  was  certainly  coafi- 
derable  ;  200  of  them  w  ere  taken  pri- 
foners and  brought  into  Mayence. 

I  am  thus  circumflantial  in  Hating 
the  particulars  of  this,  in  fact,  uuim- 
portsnt  affair,  becaufe  I  okferte  shat 
the  official  reports  of  the  army  of  the 
Sambre  &  Meufe,  1  mean  the  late  ones, 
contain  the  moft  abfmd  exagge- 
rations 1  fhall  confider  them  perfect- 
ly undefervii>g  of  notice,  were  it  not 
that  thofe  that  have  no  other  means  of 
judging  of  the  event  of  the  campaign, 
than  by  comparing  the  accounts  pni»- 
liflicd  by  the  contending  ariwie?, 
would  be  led  into  the  moft  erroneous 
conctnfions,  if  they  give  each  party 
credit  'for  only  an  equal  degree  of 
fairnefs  in  their  relations. 

In  the  enemy's  official  account  of 
the  affa?r  of  the  21ft  of  laft  month, 
Nieuwied,  it  is  reprelentcd  as  having 
been  a  ferious  and  general  attack  ;

and  fpt  eading  alarm  on  the  left  bank 
ef  the  Rhine.  Both  thefe  objects 
wei  e  effected  by  a  very  infignificant 
force  {  and  there  was  not  !he  fiMaHeft 
idea  of  making  a  ferions  afiault  on  the 
Tete-de  Pont  of  Nieuwied.  The  «  n- 
emy  ftates,  that  helidrs  an  immerfe 
number  of  killed  and  drowned,  iiiey 
aCluallly  took  one  thoofond  prifoners  ;
